The Board of Canvassers of the City of 
Lansing, Michigan, met under the pro- 
visions of Section 13.11 of the City Charter.

Absent: City Attorney Jack W. Warren 
was excused from the session. 


The Board of Canvassers proceeded to 
canvass the returns of the Primary Election 
held on Monday, February 18, 1963 with 
the following results:

Due to the fact that the statements of 
votes did not correspond in the First Ward, 
Precinct Five (Grand River Avenue School- 
house), Precinct Six (No. 6 Fire Station— 
Pennsylvania at Sheridan) the Clerk of 
the Board was directed to ask the Election 
Boards to convene and open the machines 
and make the necessary correction on the 
statements. In First Ward, Precinct Elev- 
en-——one statement of vote was put into 
the envelope addressed to the Clerk of the 
School Board. The School Board did not 
canvass their votes until Thursday P.M., 
December 21, 1963.

The election board from the First Ward, 
Sixth Precinct—Lucille Jameson, Chair- 
man, May Coykendall, and Ruth Sherman 
met at the Fire Station No. 6 and proceeded 
to open the back of Machine No. 106581 
sealed with seal No. 238981, and re-read 
the votes. The necessary correction was 
made on statement addressed to City Clerk, 
to correspond with Statement of Board of 
‘Canvassers. 


FEBRUARY 25, 1963

The Election Board from the First Ward, 
Fifth Precinct—Mildred E. Kline Chair- 
man, Catherine L. Popoff, and Raynerd 
Troedson met at the Voting Machine Ware- 
house and prorceeded to open the back of 
machine No. 79601 sealed with seal No. 
238978, and re-read the votes. Statements 
of votes did not correspond. The necessary 
correction was made on Statement ad- 
dressed to Board of City Canvassers to cor- 
respond with Statement received and tabu-~ 
lated by the City Clerk on election night, 
February 18, 1963. 


February 21, 1963 


In First Ward—Eleventh Precinct the 
Statement of Vote from the Board of Can- 
vassers envelope was sent by mistake to 
Board of Education and the Statement of 
Vote from Board of Education was put in 
Board of Canvassers envelope. After the 
Board of Education had their canvass they 
returned the Statement of Vote for our 
Beara of Canvassers to the City Clerk’s 

ce.

22, 1968.

2,792 votes were cast for Ralph T. Hat- 
ter.

Warren that Horace J. Bradshaw having 


received the larger number of votes cast 
be declared duly elected.

The whole number of votes cast for the 
office of Councilman from at Large was 
47,178 of which

9,597 votes were cast for Stanley G. 
Peck. 


7, 343 votes were cast for Robert Brooks. 


Moved by Mr. Warren, supported by 
Miss Brown that S. Don Potter and David 
Buhl having received the largest number 
of votes cast be declared duly elected.

Ernst—3. 


Nays: None. 


Due to the fact that the one statement 
of vote was put into the Landel Envelope 
by mistake the canvass of vote could not 
be completed. The Landel Board did not 
canvass their votes until Thursday, April 
4, 1963.

After receiving the statement of vote 
from the Lande] Board the Board of Can- 
vassers reconvened to finish their canvass 
of returns on April 5, 19638.

The Board of Canvassers of the City of 
Lansing, Michigan, met under the provi- 
sions of Section 13.11 of the City Charter. 


Present—City Clerk, Millie M. Brown, 
City Assessor, Gerald E. Ernst, and City 
Attorney, Donald L. Reisig. 


The Board of Canvassers proceeded to 
canvass the returns of the Special Election 
held on Tuesday, October 22, 1963 with 
the following results. 


PROPOSITION NO. 1—Authorization 


GENERAL OBLIGATION BONDS FOR 
STREET IMPROVEMENTS. 


The total number of votes cast for Pro- 
position No. 1 “Shall general obligation 
Street Improvement Bonds of the City of 
Lansing be issued in the sum of Two 
Million, Thirty Thousand Dollars ($2,030,- 
000) for the purpose of laying out and 
constructing new streets, widening, extend- 
ing, paving and repaving existing streets, 
constructing grade separations and acquir- 
ing lands and right-of-way therefor as 
prescribed in a certain resolution of the 
Council of the City of Lansing, adopted 
on the 8rd day of September, 1963” was 
6,963 votes. 


4,257 votes were cast in favor of the 
proposition. 


2,706 votes were cast againt the proposi- 
tion. 


Moved by Mr. Ernst, supported by Miss 
Brown: 


Whereas, of the total votes cast more 
than 3/5 were cast in favor of the pro- 
position, the proposition passed. 


PROPOSITION NO. 2—Authorization 


GENERAL OBLIGATION BONDS FOR 
RECREATIONAL DEVELOPMENT. 


The total number of votes cast for Pro- 
position No. 2 “Shall general obligation 
Recreational Development Bonds of the 
City of Lansing be issued in the sum of 
One Million Dollars ($1,000,000) for the 
purpose of purchasing land for the develop- 
ment of recreational facilities; to construct 
improvements for recreational purposes; 


to purchase land for and construct outdoor 
swimming pools and to purchase the land 
for and construct recreational center build- 
ings as prescribed in a resolution of the 
Council of the City of Lansing, adpoted 
on the 8rd day of September, 1963’’ was 
6,787 votes. 


3,065 votes were cast in favor of the 
proposition. 


3,722 votes were cast against the pro- 
position. 


Moved by Mr. Reisig, supported by Mr. 
Ernst: 


Whereas, of the total votes cast less 
than 3/5 were cast in favor of the proposi- 
tion, the proposition failed. 


PROPOSITION NO. 3—Authorization 


GENERAL OBLIGATION BONDS FOR 
CIVIC CENTER IMPROVEMENTS. 


The total number of votes cast for Pro- 
position No. 8 “Shall general obligation 
Civic Center Bonds of the City of Lansing 
be issued in the sum of Five Hundred 
Thousand Dollars ($500,000) for the pur- 
pose of making general improvements to, 
and constructing, furnishing and equipping 
the Civic Center with elevator service and 
an air conditioning system, as prescribed by 
a resolution of the Council of the City 
of Lansing, adopted on the 8rd day of 
September, 1963” was 6,965 votes. 


3,476 votes were cast in favor of the 
proposition. 


3,489 votes were cast against the pro- 
position. 


Moved by Miss Brown, supported by Mr. 
Reisig : 


Whereas, of the total votes cast less than 
3/5 were cast in favor of the proposition, 
the proposition failed. 


Adopted by the following vote: 


Yeas—Miss Brown, Mr. Ernst, Mr. Reisig 
—3. 


Nays—None.
